PRODUCTION RECORD

A few early fruits of the larger 
summer avocado varieties are^be- 
ginning to make their appearance 
• -principally Challenge and Blake-

The year’s avocado production 
reached its highest point during 
March, accoiciing to the growers 
organization.
